der,  Six inches of earth makes sutlicient
division.  After the pitis Gilled about to
the level of the soil, 1t should be covered
with about two feet of soil, so rounded
up as to throw ofl’ the water.  The carth
thrown out in digging the pits will be
sufliciont to do this, and at the same time
keep the ground at the side of the pit
high enough to prevent water standing
around it,

Late cabbages should be pulled in No-
vember, and, if desired to keep them over
winter, the same general rule as for the
roots should be observed., Have them
dry when put in, and keep them as cool
as possible without freexing.  Many keep
them in pits until spring, Tho pits need
not be as deep as for roots, being in fact
not mueh deeper than the depth of the
head of the cabbage,  They should have
the larger outside leaves taken ofl; though
not, trimmed (uite as closely as for market
or they.will be required to be trimmed
again before being sold.  Pack them
closely, heads downward and roots up,
and gradually cover with soil, intil they
are buried some six or eight inches deep,
They will come out i better shape, if the
bottom of the pit is covered with clean
and dry straw, and a little straw ia put
over them, Thia is equally true concern-
ing the other roots, The cabbages must
surely be so arranged that no water can
stand among them. The outer leaves of
the eabbages and the tops of the other
roots may be fed to the cows, but this
should be done just after milking, so that
the odor will have opportunity to pass
away before milking time comes again.
If eare in observed in this, and the amount
fed at first issmall and gradually incroas-
ed, the animals can ent s considerable
quantity of these leaves without impart-
ing o flavor to the milk, and they will
largely increase the production. No
more should be fed to them than will be
eaten at once, and they should not be
kept where they will scent the cow
stables, lost the milk take the odor from
the anir,

Whon the weather has become porma-
uently cold, the nnal covering ought to
bie put on all roots and vegetables stored
in pits; it is not well to do so previons
to this, as from a too heavy protection
they may become leated and  therefore
apotled, Attend also to clesringup aronnd
tho garden and premises, so thut a noat
appearinee miy be had.
